Physicians and Their !>rugs. 


The active competition for a living 


that the physician in New York has to 
encounter has resulted in a curious 
method for stimulating trade. There 
are doctors in this city, graduates in due 
form and no doubt in many cases men 
of ability, who remit all fees for consul- 
tation, relying on the profits they obtain 
from the medicines they prescribe for 
emolument. Certain standard prescrip- 
tions they have put up in quantities, and 
these they sell directly to the patient. 
Where a prescription has to be com- 
pounded the patient id sent to a certain 
drug store, at which the doctor has an 
arrangement fcr his commissions. 


Between these two devices the prac- 


titioner really captures a reasonable fee, 
and he gets it, moreover, in cash, where 
he otherwise might have to give credit, 
with a strong show of loss, for though 
patients will not dream of demanding 
credit for medicines, they make very 
small bones about leaving the doctor's 
bill unpaid once he has permitted them 
to run it up.—New York Cor. Pitteburg 
Bulletin.

The Republican National Convection 


which is to be held at Minneapolis nex 
week, will be composed of 898 delegates 
It will require 500 votes to commute 
candidate for President or a loit a platform 
The New York Herald, to make light th 
dark places, sent every delegate at large t 
the Republican Convention a telegram 
asking how the delegation stands for ohoio 
for President, and wb«ther ia favor of re 
•trioted or unrestricted coinage or high o 
low tariff? 


The Herald received replies which shoi 


that Harrison will have 366 delegates 
Elaine 265, Alger 28 and MoKinley 1 
leaving in the doubtful list 233 delegates 
from which Harrison must get 84 votes o 
Elaine 185 to seenre Ibe nominalion. 


On the question of unrestricted coinage o 


silver only 73 are in favor of free coinage 
while 825 are against it. On the tariff 
question there ia practical unanimity, al 
being in favor of high tariff. 


Assuming that the delegates weje sincere 


in their replies to the Herald there i 
nothing for the silver men to hope from 
the Minneapolis Convention. The gold 
kiogs will be so numerous that tt ia ex 
tremly doubtful whether a silver man wil 
be beard ia the Convention. Tbera in not 
the remotest probability of a silver plank 
being placed in the platform, no matter 
whether the nominee be Blaine, Harrison 
or Alger. The 36 electoral votes of New 
York are considered of far more importance 
than those of the silver States by the plat- 
form makers and they will not be jeopar- 
dize. Besides the gold men, not only of 
the money centers. of the United States 
bat of Europe, will contribute liberally to 
the campaign fund, so that with the fat 
that is expected to be fiied out of the mon 
opoliats enough money can be used to 
exert a powerful influence in the doubtful 
(States. 


Francis O. Newlandalett the Democratic 


party because of its opposition to silver 
under Cleveland's Administration. Now 
he haa the manliness to declare that he is 
ready to leave the Republican party and 
join the Silver League for the same reason. 
An honest advocate of free coinage, he DO 
longer hesitates; but joins the Silver 
League and pledges himself to support DO 
man who is not unequivocally in favor of 
the remonetiz<»tion of silver.

\VA3HiNOTON, May 31.—Senator Hiscook 


to-day presented a memorial signed by 
Elijah Boot, Horace Porter Joseph M. 
Drezel, Cornelias Bites and others, witboat 
regard to political affiliations, asking that 
a Committee be appointed to inquire into 
the Avstam of naturalization in New York 
City to the end tbat remedial legislation be 
devised and enacted with reference thereto. 
They set forth that immigration records 
show in 1891 over 200,000 foreigners 
came to this oonntry from Enrope bat 
small portionajof 
whom oan either read, 


write or speak the English language and 
are wholly ignorant of our laws and prinoi 
plea of onr Government, tbat there seems 
no reason to b»lieve that immediately prior 
to the last election in New Yoik State, nat- 
uralization was accompanied by great ir- 
regularities and extensive frauds. In a 
single court ot New York daring the first 
twenty days of October nearly 7,000 were 
naturalized, of which about 6,000 were by 
one judge. It is obvious that a system of 
naturalization which oan produce results 
with such startling rapidity, must be de 
(ective and there is reason to believe 
the results made possible by wholesale per- 
jury, that these evil practices are con- 
stantly adding a most undesirable element 
to our community by the surrender of tbe 
material part of our power of self-govern- 
ment to men who really are aliens, ignorant 
and wholly nnflj to govern themselves or 


Cabinet Meeting;. 


WASHINGTON, May 
31.—The Cabinet 


meeting to-day was attended by all the 
members except Secretaries Elaine, Biking 
ana Foster. The two last named are out 
of the city. At the State Department it 
was said that Blalne'a failure to attend wag 
probably due to the fact tbat he was busy 
at the department with matters accumu- 
lated during bit visit to New York. At the 
White House no significance whatever was 
attached to bis abuence for the stated rea- 
son tbat it was not generally known tbat 
the President had returned to the city, and 
also because it was not known there would 
be a meeting. It is said farther that there 
was no formal meeting, and it is also said 
the reason no Cabinet meeting was called 
was that tbe President was fatigued after 
his trip to Rochester, and had no import- 
ant matters to present for consideration. 


Tbe foregoing statements were not vol- 


unteered, bnt were made in answer to tbe 
inquiries as to the probable cause ol 
Blaine's failure to attend what ia erro- 
neously supposed to have been a regularly 
called meeting of the cabinet. 


Senate Proceedings. 


WASHINGTON, May 31 —Sherman went on 


to defend the financial action of the Bo- 
publican party and his own part in it. He 
snid the National Banks would soon pass 
away, net because they were not tbe best 
banks in the world, bnt because United 
States bonds on which they rested would 
be paid off. He insisted the system fully 
justified itself. 
He said that tbe discon- 


tinuation of the coinage of the silver dollar 
in 1873 and the substitution of the trade 
dollar was done upon tbe representation of 
California and other silver States who 
wanted to transport silver to China. The 
suspension of silver coinage by the Latin 
Union and the inoreaae of production had 
given great blows to silver.

The average American engineer and 


hifl fireman wonld think themselves very 
01 need if an order were issued for the 
abolishment of the cabs—that friendly 
retreat from inclement weather that is 
now considered an absolute necessity on 
all engines. And yet in civilized Eng- 
land, on a majority of the railroads, the 
engines in use are built minus fne cab, 
thus forcing the operators to work with- 
ont shelter in all kinds of weather. It 
sounds inhuman, and yet in refutation 
the railroad companies adk whether the 
soldier should carry an umbrella when 
it rains or the sailor be allowed to work 
nnder an awning? The claim is that the 
railroad employees become inured to se- 
vere weather and the absence of cover- 
ing keeps them alert, so that the possi- 
bility of danger from inattention to 
duty is reduced to a minimum. Subtle 
argument, perhaps, but hardly tenable. 
If thia practice was adopted on some of 
our western roads where the temperature 
rauges from 20 to 50 degs. below zero, 
how many engineers would live to carry 
t heir trains from one station to the next? 


The unpardonable sin in an engineer 


is to let the water get out of the boiler 
of the engine in hia charge. No matter 
what excuse he may offer, if he lives to 
make his report in turn, his dismissal | 
will be peremptory, for by thia action 
he has proved himself incompetent and 
unworthy of future responsibilities. It 
is better for an engineer that he bad 
never been born when he reaches this 
stage of self torture. Fortunately such 
cases are rare. The man on all well 
conducted railroads must have shown 
himself to be trusty and true before he 
ia given charge of an engine, and the 
rigid inspection to which he is sub- 
jected before an engagement is a guar- 
antee of future conduct. 


One weakness nearly every engineer 


baa, and that is n penchant for "doctor- 
big" the steam whistle on his pet engine. 
Every boy in a country town familiar- 
izes himself at an early age with the 
different "toots" that by day and night 
wail through the unhappy village. He 
can detect No. 4's whistle when the train 
ia five miles distant, and in like manner 
the approach of Nos. 1 and S are herald- 
ed to his keen ear. Of course all whis- 
tles are alike when they leave the shops, 
but the engineer fills in the sounding 
bell with a piece of turned wood that 
tits snug and changes the tone to a short, 
sharp scream or an angry, impatient 
howl, as his fancy may dictate. 


The close observer may lie snugly in 


his bed and yet be able to detect the 
passing of either a freight or passenger 
train. The engine on the former an- 
nounces its approach by emitting a 
sharp, shrill scream that ia soul piercing 
enough to waken the dead, while the 
passenger engine, with due respect to 
the living freight it carries, sounds a 
long, deep warning note that does not 
bring the occupant of a berth to his feet 
"all standing," ready to curse the com- 
pany in general terms and the engineer 
in particular ones for such an act of 
folly and inconsiderateness. 
On the 


freight train a sharp, shrill scream ia es- 
sential, for it notifies the brakenien, who 
are perhaps forty cars in the rear of the 
engine and separated from the occupants 
of the cab by many ways of ear piercing 
sound, just what work is required at 
their hands. 
This whistle is to them what tho cry 


of the call boy on the Thames steamboat 
used to be to the engineer down below 
before the advent of electric bells. 
"Ease her I" the captain would remark 
in his ordinary tone of conversation to 
the small boy that followed him like a 
shadow, and "Ease her!" the youngster 
would scream in his sharp, shrill stac- 
cato down the companionway. "Stop 
'er!" "Turn 'er astern!" "Go ahead!" 
would perhaps follow in rapid succes- 
sion, and in this decidedly crude fashion 
the London steamboat captains did their 
steering by proxy only a dozen years 
ago. One wonders what has become of 
those call boys. Perhaps they spend 
their hours in spinning yarns to tho 
younger cockneys of the past glories of 
steamboating in much the same manner 
that our dethroned stage drivers of the 
west now regale the tenderfoot with 
glimpses of bygone acts of heroism and 
feats of impossible horsemanship. This 
ia somewhat of a digression from the 
topic under discussion, but perhaps the 
reader will excuse its insertion. One 
thought naturally sttggested the other. 


As a class engineers are usually good 


natured, kind hearted, though a bit 
rough; deep thinkers, due to their fixed 
habits of attention and long hours of 
enforced silence, and of good morals. 
An engineer who drinks cannot hope to 
hold his position long, for no master me-
